1 . This office action is in response to application 1 2/1 24,61 6 filed on 05/21/2008. 
Claims 1-6 and 8-15 remain pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT AS TO THE REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-6 and 8-15 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest a manufacturing method/computer readable 
storage medium encoded with a computer program/an assertion generating system 
comprising a graphical editor that graphically generates design data of a semiconductor 
integrated circuit by editing a specification; a property generating unit that generating a 
property which verifies the specification of the semiconductor integrated circuit by 
reading the design data generated by graphical editor; and assertion generating unit 
that automatically converts the property generating into an assertion description 
language if the property is to be verified during assertion verification by reading the 
property generated by the property generating unit and from the storage unit, wherein 
the property generated by the property generating unit is a selection condition with 
respect to a state transition, a logic value of at least one or more signals or a least one 
or more signals in the design data. Note that a computer readable medium recited in the 
claims is refereed to a computer readable storage device that excludes any carrier 
waves or electromagnetic waves because they are non-statutory subject matter.
